President's  Report:  Barbara  Ferguson 

The  leadership  from  the  members  of  the  2012  Executive  Committee  inspired  me  during  my  first 
year  as  President  of  the  United  Methodist  Women.  The  Executive  Committee  is  comprised  of 
Conference  Officers  and  District  Presidents.  We  worked  together  as  a team,  and  appreciated 
one  another's  strengths. 

For  our  Executive  Committee  to  determine  how  to  best  encourage  and  support  local  units, 
which  are  the  foundation  of  our  work,  a survey  was  sent  to  each  local  unit.  The  survey  asked 
the  local  units  how  the  Conference  Level  Executive  Committee  could  better  serve  them. 

While  the  Book  of  Discipline  requires  each  United  Methodist  Church  to  have  a United 
Methodist  Women's  organization,  not  all  churches  have  a local  unit.  Only  40%  of  Louisiana 
United  Methodist  Churches  have  local  UMW  units.

Approximately  37%  of  the  local  units  responded  to  the  survey.  The  booklet  "A  Report  on  the 

2012  Survey  of  Local  UMW  Units  in  Louisiana,"  was  produced,  containing  the  survey  responses 
and  a general  summary.  The  survey  generated  as  many  questions  as  it  sought  to  answer. 

We  learned  that  most  local  units  viewed  the  Executive  Committee  as  being  responsive  to  their 
needs  and  interests,  but  some  felt  the  work  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  only  adequate. 
Some  expressed,  "Make  UMW  a blessing  and  not  a burden."  Suggestions  included  that  the 
conference  (1)  could  be  more  responsive  through  better  communication,  and  by  mailing 
materials  out  on  a more  timely  basis,  (2)  could  have  more  visitations  to  local  churches  by 
conference  and  district  leaders  (3)  could  have  officers  come  to  local  units  as  speakers  or 
program  leaders  (3)  could  provide  training  so  that  all  could  understand  exactly  what  UMW  is 
about,  and  (4)  could  update  the  website.  There  were  complaints  about  completing  so  many 
reports,  and  about  conference  officers  only  being  interested  in  reports. 

The  survey  provided  needed  information  on  which  we  will  develop  future  goals  and  objectives. 
The  complete  survey  and  responses  can  be  found  on  our  UMW  website. 

During  November  2012,  our  Executive  Committee  had  an  overnight  retreat,  called  "Committee 
of  the  Whole"  where  we  brainstormed  on  ideas  to  improve,  streamline  and  strengthen  UMW  in 
Louisiana.  We  voted  on  the  following  recommendations,  which  will  be  presented  at  the  UMW 

2013  Annual  Meeting,  for  inclusion  in  the  Standing  Rules: 

1.  Each  Conference  Level  Officer  will  attend  at  least  two  (2)  District  Leadership  Team 
meetings  each  year,  in  her  respective  district.  Travel  will  be  reimbursed. 

2.  Each  District  President  will  encourage  local  unit  visitations  by  the  respective  district 
officers. 

3.  The  Conference  President  will  contact  each  United  Methodist  church  in  the  district  that 
does  not  have  a United  Methodist  Women's  local  unit,  and  will  coordinate  this  with  the 
respective  District  President. 

4.  The  information  to  be  given  to  local  units,  about  becoming  a UMW  member  and  about 
the  functioning  of  the  local  UMW  unit,  shall  be  as  follows: 

• To  be  recognized  as  a UMW  unit  at  a local  church,  the  church  must  have  a UMW 
President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Nominations  Chair,  and  must 
send  a pledge  to  the  UMW  District. 

• To  become  a UMW  member,  the  individual  needs  to  support  the  Purpose  of 
UMW.  A pledge  or  donation  is  not  required. 

5.  The  information  to  be  given  about  a pledge  or  donation  to  UMW  shall  be  as  follows: 

• Each  individual  UMW  member,  who  so  chooses,  makes  a pledge. 

• The  local  UMW  unit  officers  determine  the  percentage  of  the  individual 
members'  pledges  that  will  be  forwarded  to  the  District  UMW  Level,  and  the 
percentage  that  the  local  unit  will  retain. 

6.  At  the  Conference  level  and  at  the  District  level,  newsletters  will  be  created  and 
distributed. 


7.  Effective  2014,  the  size  of  the  Conference  Level  Executive  Committee  will  change  from 
22  members  to  18  members,  as  follows: 

• Eliminate  Standing  Rules  position,  with  President  assuming  these  duties. 

• Eliminate  Historian  position,  with  Vice-President  assuming  these  duties. 

• Eliminate  two  positions:  Dean  and  Assistant  Dean  of  Mission  u,  with 
understanding  that  these  positions  will  be  served  by  existing  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

It  is  anticipated  that  through  our  focused  working  together,  we  can  encourage  others 
participate  in  United  Methodist  Women.

Vice-President's  Report:  Tudv  Willis 

On  January  22,  2012,  I gave  a UMW  Sunday  talk  on  "Honoring  the  Past  - Nurturing  the  Future" 
at  the  Plain  Dealing  UMC  and  also  the  Arcadia  and  Mt.  Mariah  UMCharge.  I attended  the 
Executive  Committee  in  New  Orleans  with  our  new  President,  Barbara  Ferguson,  on  February  4, 
2012. 

On  March  30,  2012,  I attended  Concurrent  Finance,  Membership  and  Nominations  Committee 
meeting  at  Wesley  Center.  And  in  June  2012,  I was  responsible  for  providing  a Display  table  for 
UMW  for  the  Louisiana  Annual  Conference  at  Centenary  in  Shreveport. 

On  June  26-28,  2012,  I attended  WGRS  in  Abilene,  TX.  I drove  there  and  back  with  Rev.  R.  B. 
Moore  as  my  traveling  companion.  My  assigned  study  class  was  "Immigration  and  the  Bible", 
led  by  Glory  E.  Dharmaraj.  I also  attended  Leadership  class  and  LA  Conference  SCM  planning 
committee  meeting  led  by  our  Dean,  Myrna  Freeman. 

On  July  18,  2012,  I was  present  for  our  Executive  Committee  at  Wesley  Center  and  the  UMW 
School  of  Christian  Mission.  I was  asked  to  lead  a Plenary  on  Wednesday  of  that  week.  Our 
Plenary  was  entitled:  "Hearing  other's  Personal  Stories". 

I had  many  members  to  help  in  our  presentation.  Two  of  our  Youth  read  a story  of  a family 
from  Canada  that  was  migrant  workers.  As  they  read,  I used  several  props  that  I paraded 
behind  the  readers  to  enhance  the  story.  We  also  had  readers  for  our  meditation  from  the 
story  of  Ruth  in  the  Bible.  I enlisted  three  members  of  our  school  to  pantomime  the  characters 
in  costume. 

Next,  I asked  three  persons  to  tell  of  their  personal  experiences  with  Immigration.  One  was 
Rev.  Willie  Berman  from  Reynosa,  Mexico,  who  told  of  his  mission  there  and  his  work  with  the 
VIM  missionaries.  Miok  Fowler  from  Colorado,  but  a native  of  Korea,  told  of  her  immigration 
to  this  country  and  her  success  in  education  and  business.  Also,  our  Dean,  Myrna  Freeman, 
brought  pictures  of  her  immigrant  grandparents.  All  of  their  stories  were  most  interesting. 


The  highlight  of  the  Plenary  was  our  enactment,  in  costume,  the  story  of  Queen  Vashti  from  the 
Book  of  Esther.  With  readers  narrating,  our  main  characters  were  three  of  our  ministers  who 
were  also  our  study  leaders.  Rev.  R.B.  Moore  played  King  Xerses;  Rev.  Willie  Berman  played 
one  of  the  noblemen;  and.  Rev.  Weldon  Bares  played  the  king's  advisor.  Our  Spiritual  Growth 
Leader  played  the  Queen.  The  eunuch  was  played  by  Julia  Lavigne  and  Vahti's  servant  was 
Loretta  Haskins.  They  were  all  a big  hit  with  our  members.  Rev.  R.B.  Moore,  read  a NPR  report 
about  discrimination  against  Latino  workers  who  helped  with  the  recovery  of  New  Orleans  after 
hurricane  Katrina. 

Lastly,  readers  gave  an  eye-opening  report  of  sexual  exploitation  in  Haiti  and  how  the 
UMWomen  supported  Madre  organization  gives  hope  to  these  abused  women.  Some  of  our 
readers  were:  Margery  Manuel , Connie  Wesson,  Marylyn  Turnley,  Judith  Hayes  , Leona  Berry 
and  Jane  Ellett.  Our  Plenary  was  well  received  and  I truly  appreciate  all  who  participated.  I 
also  attended  the  study  on  Poverty  led  by  Miok  Flower.  She  encouraged  us  to  have 
participation  in  the  group  and  was  very  knowledgeable. 

I truly  appreciate  all  the  hard  work  that  our  Dean,  Myrna  Freeman,  Assistant  Dean,  Debbie 
Hancock,  song  leader,  Norma  Anderson  and  our  musician,  Connie  Breaux  and  especially  our 
Study  Leaders  put  into  this  event  to  bring  us  another  great  School  of  Mission. 

On  October  11  - 13,  2012,  I attended  the  UMW  Annual  Meeting  in  Houma.  With  Chairman 
Margery  Manuel  and  Assistant  Chairman,  Joyce  Thibodeaux  and  the  theme  "Women 
Responding  to  God's  Love  and  Grace".  I was  responsible  for  submitting  the  2012  Goals  for  the 
Conference  approval.  I also  gave  instructions  for  those  District  Officers  who  were  participation 
in  District  Elected  Leaders  Training.  Those  who  were  not  DELT  participants  were  treated  to  a 
trip  to  our  Start  Mission  Agencies  in  the  area.

Social  Action  Coordinator's  Report:  Laura  Salguero 

I have  enjoyed  my  second  year  as  your  Social  Action  Coordinator  (SAC),  and  was  privileged  to 
serve  as  a voting  delegate  at  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  UMW  Meeting  in  Abilene,  TX,  in 
June.  I thought  the  meeting  was  excellent,  and  I also  enjoyed  attending  West  Gulf  Regional 
School  of  Christian  Mission  while  in  Abilene.  In  July,  I participated  in  the  LA  School  of  Christian 
Mission  where  I set  up  a Social  Action  Display  and  had  two  letters/  petitions  for  people  to  sign. 
The  letter  dealt  with  promoting  adequate  funding  for  International  family  planning.  Forty-one 
people  signed  this  letter  to  Senator  Vitter,  and  58  signed  the  one  to  Senator  Landrieu.  The 
petition  dealt  with  high  stakes  testing  in  schools,  and  we  got  74  signatures  on  that  one 
(including  a few  I got  back  home  at  my  own  circle  meeting).  In  August,  I was  a presenter  at  the 
Monroe  District  Mini-School.  1 have  also  continued  to  be  an  active  member  of  the  Louisiana 
Conference  Board  of  Church  and  Society. 

I have  continued  to  pass  on  info  that  deals  with  the  priority  social  issues  that  we  designated  for 
the  year:  poverty,  domestic  violence,  and  immigration.  In  addition  to  info  from  the  Women's 
Division,  I have  passed  on  info  from  Results,  Bread  for  the  World,  Sojourners,  etc.  Much  of  this 


info  contains  concrete  actions  that  people  may  take  on  these  issues.  At  our  October  Executive 
Council  Meeting,  we  decided  to  continue  to  work  on  the  above  issues  and  also  added  the  issue 
of  human  trafficking.  We  have  already  started  doing  some  work  on  this  issue  this  Fall,  such  as 
advocating  for  the  passage  of  Safe  Harbor  Legislation. 

In  April  of  this  year.  Dr.  Pat  Bates  (from  Wesley  Chapel  UMW  in  Homer)  and  I got  to  attend  the 
Day  at  the  Capitol  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Louisiana  Coalition  Against  Domestic  Violence 
(LCADV).  I found  this  lobbying  experience  very  enlightening  and  thoroughly  enjoyable.  Pat  and 
I plan  to  attend  this  event  again  in  2013  and  hope  some  of  you  will  be  able  to  attend  with  us. 

LA  UMW  co-sponsored  with  LA  Board  of  C&S  and  LA  UMM  a seminar  on  Domestic  Violence  in 
October  2011,  and  many  of  our  LA  UMW  units  did  work  on  this  issue  in  2012.  It  is  of  special 
note  that  LA  UMW  received  an  award  from  LCADV  for  our  work  on  domestic  violence. 

I felt  very  proud  of  our  conference  as  I read  the  social  action  reports  in  August  and  September. 
We  had  a total  of  92  certificate  recipients,  which  is  an  increase  of  approximately  18  over  last 
year.  With  the  help  of  a great  group  of  District  SAC's,  I feel  I have  accomplished  my  goal  of 
increasing  knowledge  and  involvement  in  Social  Action.
